ears or if he cries harder If his ears 
are pulled. Notice, too, if the -ears 
are very red. and if

Great Britain and Canada hare al- 


ready employed couvlct labor to manu- 
facture war supplies. Aud now Sena- 
tor Hoke Smith of Georgia proposes 
that the same thing be doue in this 
country. 


His idea Is to equip federal prisons 


with necessary manufacturing machin- 
ery and utilize the prisoners to turn 
out the finished product. Other non* 
contract prisons may participate. 


The introduction ofthe prison labor 


bill is the result of. co-operatiou of the 
American Federation of Labor, the._de- 
partment of labor, the committee on 
prisons and prison labor. "It(" so a 
statement says, "marks the taking of a 
new trench in the fight against the ex- 
ploitation of the prisoner and free la- 
bor, 
in addition to freeing his labor 


for war work.'V 
^ _- 


At its last session 'congress appro- 


priated money for shops at Atlanta, 
Fort Leavenworth and McNeill island 
penitentiaries. This-development was 
approved by the officers of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, which is now 
pressing the nation-wide extension of 
the state-use system. If this is done, 
the federal government can increase 
the nation's productivity, economize 
for insufficient labor power and bene- 
fit the prisoner and the free working- 
man. 


The bill authorizes the secretary of 


war and the secretary of the navy 
to employ military prisoners In the 
manufacture of war supplies and In 
the construction of military roads. 
Army prisoners are already used on 
road work within National army can- 
tonments. The bill would make pos- 
sible their use on roads leading to the 
cantonments. 


In many instances* the Tack of good 


road connections with the railroads 
and main highways makes transporta- 
tion of food and supplies a matter of 
considerable difficulty In bad weather.

Later 
in the day he wa~s again flying over the 
enemy lines aAJ he, with five other 
machines, was engaged by 20 German 
airplanes. O'Brien alone engaged four 
of them. He accounted for one of the 
machines before he was shot in the lip. 
He fell with his damaged plane 8,000 
feet. He cannot explain2 why he was 
not killed. 
' When he regained consciousness 
O'Brien was In a German war hospital. 
Later, ^when^he was being "taken into 
Germany, he jumped from tl|e moving 
train, and by walking at night, swim- 
ming rivers and subsisting only on 
food that he could get from the fields, 
he managed-to-reach Holland. 


He was a fugitive for 72 days. He 


had a narrow escape when he was in 
sight of his goal. 
To circumvent 


charged wires O'Brien built a bridge 
with nearby wood and threw it across 
the wires. It broke stoder his weight, 
and O'Brien says,iififtt he can still feel 
the shock. He dug a tunnel with his 
hands under the wires and he was 
free.

his mother, Mrs.r Margaret O'Brien, 
•sayingjthat he had escaped from the 
Germans, and that he soon would be 
home. O'Brien will try to change to 
the American aviation corps.
